The whole present picture of .the 
universe and the world, our part 
of it, would be altered in importa- 
ant details. 

Dr. Papish, who is professor of 
spectroscopy at Cornell’s Baker 
laboratory, in March, 1930, pub- 
lished a paper announcing that he 
had found arsenic and germanium 
in meteorites, a discovery offering 
further proof that all matter in the 
universe was of the sort found on 
earth. 

He has done other important 
work with the spectroscope, recent- 
ly detecting flourine by this meth- 
od in bones and other tissue, thus 
greatly aiding surgical diagnosis. 

“I cannot say what the new ele- 
ment looks like,” he said. “I can- 
not now name-it. I shall probably 
name it before the meeting of the 
national academy of science in 
New Haven next month. Further 
study of its characteristics will de- 
termine the name. 

“We cannot see the new element 
as it is in solution with compara- 
tively huge quantities of its broth- 
er elements, Cesium and Rubidium, 
in the form of a sulphate. But the 
five new lines on the infra-red end 
of the spectrum prove its presence 
there. 

“For many years the element has 
been sought at our laboratory. For 
some time the search was confined 
to the minerals rich in rare alkal- 
ies, as it is in the alkaline group 
that the missing element was plac- 
ed on the atomic chain chart. 

“My theory of the genesis of the 
elements enabled me to direct the 


search to different mineral sources. | pedsid 


The theory is a simple one. Dis- 
covery of element 87 fits neatly in- 
to it. We found that Samarskite, 
which is rich in Uranium and also 
contains Rubidium and Cesium, At- 
omic brothers of the missing ele- 
ment, was the best present source 
for search.

The bishop who is 66 years old, 
staged the biggest battle of his 
life in an effort to clear himself 
kof the charge that has brought 
his name into so much controversy 
and caused two senate committees, 
first the Caraway lobby investigat- 
ing committee, and then the ye 
campaign funds investigating com- 
mittee, to devote years in trying 
to trace his political activities. 

Defiant at the outset because of 
his contention he violated no law; 
that his campaign was to support 
presidential electors who have been 
held by the U. S. supreme court to 
be state and not federal officers, 
and that his campaign was con- 
fined to a single state. Because of 


funds, claiming only the 
grand jury of a U. S. district court 
holds the authority to investigate 
alleged criminal matters. He re- 
fused to alter this stand and twice 
he refused to testify before the sen- 
ate committees, as did Miss Ada 
L. Burroughs, of Richmond, treas- 
urer-secretary of his campaign, and 
neither was cited for contempt. 

Cannon Loses In Fight 

Cannon enforced practically every 
legal procedure within the knowl- 
edge of his attorneys to prevent 
testifying before the. senators and 
have them continue theif inquiry. 
As late as Oct. 8, when the grand 
jury opened its investigation, his 
attorneys filed a petition with Dis- 
trict Attorney Rover stating the 
Corrupt Practices Act did not ap- 
ply in his case. Later he ¢om- 
plained because Rover did not al- 
low him to appear before the jur- 
ors, or two other witnesses’ he 
wanted to testify.

them, and this list includes farm- 
ers, bankers, sportsmen, merchants, 
in fact men in nearly every walk of 
life, are finding that shooting phea- 
sants out of season is mighty ex- 
pensive business. Some of these 
violators are paying at the rate of 
approximately $33.33 per pound for 
their birds, 


Every effort has been made by the 
state fish and game commission to 
call to the attention of the public 
the severe penalties which would be 
meted out to fish and game law 
violators this year, because of the 
increasing public sentiment which 
insists that these fine game birds be 
—- and conserved for the fu- 
ure. 

In spite of the warnings and the 
activities of the deputy wardens all 
over the state in the pheasant coun- 
try and otherwise, there are many 
who purposely and otherwise disre- 
gard the game laws, with the re- 
sult they are apprehended and 
fined, such fines going to the school 
fund within the county in which 
the arrest is made. 

Looking over the records in fhe 
fish and game department we find

In every instance 
the gun of the violator has been 
confiscated, in addition to the fine 
and costs assessed.

This is the physician 
who was responsible for the inhu- 
man experiments upon helpless lit- 
tle children at a children’s. hospi-. 
tal in Philadelphia. At the time, 
this scandal was given wide pub- 
licity by the newspapers of the 
country, and Dr. Hammill was bit- 
terly attacked by the press.

first, and was exceedingly anxious 
for his kinsmen in the flesh, but 
when they proved themselves un- 
worthy, he turned to the Gentiles. 

2. His message (v. 3). It was 
that Jesus is the Christ. In order 
to prove that Jesus is the Christ, 
he expounded unto them the Scrip- 
tures. Concerning Christ he set 
forth three propositions: 

A. That Christ must needs have 
suffered (v. 3). The suffering 
Christ was not welcomed by the 
Jews. They had explained away 
such positive assertions as are set 
forth in Isaiah 53. They were look- 
ing for a Messiah of a different 
type. This is common today in 
our churches and Sunday schools. 
The cross is an offense. 

b. “Risen again from the dead” 
(v. ). This he also proved by the 
Scriptures. 

c. “That this Jesus whom I 
preach unto you is Christ” (v. 3). 
He declared that the historic Jesus 
whom he had proclaimed had suf- 
fered and risen from the dead. 
Therefore, he is the predicted Mes- 


3—The attitude of the Jews to- 
ward his preaching (vv. 4-10). 
While some Jews believed and 
many Greeks, the envy of certain 
Jews was so aroused at Paul’s suc- 
cess that they gathered together 
the worthless fellows of the town 
and set on foot a riot. They said, 
“These have turned the world up- 
side down.” It is true that the 
gospel is revolutionary, but not 
treason to right government. They 
turned the preaching of Paul into 
@ specious lie. He preached the 
kingship of Jesus (v. 7). Jesus is 
most assuredly coming to reign on 
this earth. 

II. The Character of Paul’s Min- 
istry at Thessalonica (I Thess. 
271-12). 

In this section we have exhibited 





the temper of the apostolic minis- 
try. It becomes an ideal for such 
as would follow in his wake. 

1. It was courageous (vv. 1, 2). 
In spite of shameful persecution, 
Paul persisted in: his ministry, de- 
monstrating his devotion to 


2. Honest and guileless (vv. 3. 4.). 
He had no ulterior motive. As one 
sent of God, he faithfully minister- 
ed unto them. 

3—Without - flattering (v. 
5). Regardless of the difficulty of 
his positions, the prominence of 
the persons faced, he never -re- 
sorted to flattery. 

4—Without a cloak of covetous- 
ness (v. 5). The imeppling force of 
his life was devotion to God and 
interest in lost men. Opportunity 
for personal gain he waived aside. 

5. He did not seek glory from 
man (vy. 6), his supreme aim being 
to honor God. 

6. He was gentle and affection- 
at (vv. 7, 8). So vitally, did he 
enter into the lives of the people 
that he displayed gentleness, even 
as a nursing mother with her chil- 
dren. 

7. Unselfish (v. 9). In order that 
his motive be not questioned he la- 
bored night and day for.his sup- 
port. 

8. Irreproachable and blameless 
(v. 10). He did not claim to be 
faultless, but he boldly challenged 
them as to his blamelessness. 

9. His lofty aim (vv. 11, 12). It 
was that they would walk worthy 
of God in keeping with their high 
calling. 

Ill. Paul Preaching in‘ Berea 
(Acts 17:10-15). 

1. His method (v. 10). He enter- 
ed the Jewish synagogue and 
preached Christ unto them. 

2. The reception of the gospel 
by the Bereans (vv. 11, 12). It was 
with gladness of heart. The mess-

Those are but two of the man 
conclusions reached by two emin 
ent Yale University professors i 
their jointly-authored book, “The 
Craving For Superiority.” 

Professor Raymond Dodge, pro- 
fessor of psychology, and Professor 
Eugene Kahn, former director of 
the Psychopathic Clinic in Munich, 
Germany, and now professor of 
Psychiatry and Mental Hygiene at 
Yale, wrote their new book from 
the viewpoint of both the psycholo- 
gist and the psychiatrist. 

According ‘to. them, the craving 
for superiority is inherent in each 
individual and. probably has its or- 
igin in the impulse for self-preser- 
vation. They say “superiority and 
inferiority. as intimately related to 
each other—only one at the very 
bottom of a distribution of a trait 
(such as height, weight, wisdom or 
the capacity to work, is superior to 
nobody. Conversely, only one at 
the very top is inferior to none. The 
great majority of mankind is to be 
found between these two extremes. 
Each one is- both inferior and su- 
perior at the same time—superior 
to those below and inferior 
to those above him.” 

The’ vagabond on the street may 

feel inferiior to the tenement dwel- 
ler and so on up the Social lad- 
der, but on the other side the vaga- 
bond may, at least occasionally, en- 
joy his actual or apparent freedom 
with the feeling of superiority and 
may feel very superior when he 
beats.up a fellow-waif or, still bet- 
tcr, a policeman and gets his name 
in the newspaper, the authors 
wrote. 
‘ Many normal individuals, said 
Doctors Dodge and Kahn, find short 
cuts to their desired goal of su- 
periority such as “vicarious identi- 
fication with prominent persons or 
heroes; susceptibility to flattery; 
arbitrary exclusion of criticism by 
emotional outbursts or withdrawal 
from a critical environment; exhi- 
bitions of various orders from: club 
oratory to scientific productivity, 
from scratching one’s initials in 
prominent places, to poetry.”
